Jack Cooper, whoae real name was Samuel Wit.
tum, n vative of Erie county, FPu., was exeou od at
Kavends, Ohio;, yen erday, for the morder of John
Rodenisugh, an  suchiwoneer of Kent, Por age
oounty, Oafo.  Previous to his execution, Cooper
made o confession, in whnigh he staved that nis com:
panion Joel Beery, propoved and plaoned the mar.
dir, wlule he executeait. I'he counglusion ol lis
conlession 18 in thewe words:—" Beery suid 0o oot
pol u bugey, and we conld weave before or wiler tho
Old muo} that (here wore vusnes atony the road,
and we bad betler out a club and wit lum over
with it} we ncedn't kol him nor hurt hun
very badly, only hit him a httie, then iake
e money, aud we could go up to he folks,
and it wo were saspicioned or arrestod, they wouid
swenr to anytimg ve wanted I sald, sl rignt
Beery wont w get the horse, while I went to see
where the old man wa*, and ge! a vits to ¢at, Ro-
donpaugh roon sarted on for the house, and we
followed after, and passed him to out the ciub, 1
Jumped out and cut the club, nud Beery stood m the
earnisge, lgotn afior I had out the elub, aud wo
drove nong 1o the place where we agreed to do it,
and Deery drove on to walt lor me and take me up
when it was over. 1 Ilay down by the nde of the
rond, avd when the oid man came along, the horse

About 400 bodics ol Federal soldiers were already
interred on the spot previous to its selection,
and over 300 have been buried there since.

A distingatshed Admiral of the United States

Rioting in Jersey Cily Yesterday.

Ruoid of New York Roughs Upon the People of Jorsey
Citg—Citizens Bouten and towses stoned—A Fre
Fight in Wiiliamabury, Kto,

About 6 o'clock Inst evening Deputy Sheridl
Avarew Yan Horn and Mr, Michael Bmuh came
to the police slation in Jersey Civy, and applied
lor asaistance to nrreat o gang of some eighteon
New York ruflisns, who had becn making an o
dlseriminate atlnck upon cltizens reqading uenr
Curry's wouds, a short distance beyond Grecn
ville, beating them 10 & brutal mauner, and aiso
brcaking the windows and doors ol huuses,
ciusing the greatest alarm (o the inmates. Two
men pamed Thomas Myers and James Willlam s,
who were walkmg along the road, were set upon
by the rufliape and were badly beaten,

Deputy Sheritf Van Horn, who witnessed the
occurrence, went to their asslstance, when he
was also attacked, but being & large muscular
min, succeeded in knocking lour or tive ot them
down, but the attention of tne whole party
being turned upon him, he waa forced to re
treat, being pursned a8 lar as the canal bridge,
and he narrowly escaped Iw.wql swruck with
stones, which were hurled at him, Michael
Smith, who was sitting ou the front piazes of
his house, beeame n target for the rutlians, and
after retrenting into the house, stones wore
hurled at the buildiug, and the pancis of the
door were broken in.

Upon the reprecentation of the above facts, a
squad of policemen was sent to the lerry to ine
tercept the roffians, who were on their way in s
Inrge one-horse express wagon. A large number
of ¢itizens congregated in Exchange Pluce, sud
witer ubout an bour the party drove up, when
they were surrounded by the police and oitizens,
nnd were captured betore reslstance could be
oterad, There were but six men in the wagon;
three of whom presented bloody aond bruised
Inces,

The others, probably tearing arrest, had left
the wazon belore arriving at the ferry. Upon
their being tuken to the station hounse the pri-
soners gave their names as Michael Cunning-
ham, James MeGovern, Thomas Ryan, Patrick
Keonedy, Jerry Baldwio, and Jolhn Peters.
